Fat Tuesday 

Fr. Mark will be making pancakes in the 
rectory, Tuesday Feb 28 th , and invites you to 
come anytime between 6am 9am so we may 
share pancakes as a way to celebrate “Fat 
Tuesday” together. The Monday & Tuesday 
before Ash Wednesday is known as 
Shrovetide from an Old English word shrive 
meaning, “to confess”, a name gotten from 
the tradition of going to confession in the 
days before Lent started. Shrovetide is 
traditionally the time for spring cleaning. So 
we clean our souls through confession and 
clean our houses so we can enter Lent fresh. 
The Tuesday of Shrovetide, also know as 
Mardi Gras, French for “Fat Tuesday”, is 
also know as “Pancake Tuesday” because 
fats, eggs and butter in the house had to be 
used up before Lent began and making 
pancakes was a good way to do it.
